Mr» W_._E_. REGISTER, Regional Director, 8ocial 
Security Administratloiv^ "9Tn Floor , 1114 Connerce Street , 
Dallas, telephonically advised that OSWALD, having been 
a Veteran, Mrs. OSWALD would be entitled to certain benefits 
under Social Security. He advised he had no desire to get 
*ixed up with this, but that it was a practice on the part 
of his agency to notify individuals of the rights they were 
entitled to under Social Security when his agency becane aware 
of various situations. Ho stated that he did not desire .Mrs* 
OSWALD to be showing up at their Dallas office, and he was 
inquiring as to how this situation night be handled. 

Mr. REGISTER was advised that the Secret Service was 
very nuch interested in all natters relating to the assassina- 
tion of the President, and that I thought it would be proper 
for hin to contact the Secret Service office here in Dallas 
aoncerning this natter. 


Subsequently I checked with Inspector JOMJPyu™Y_of 
Secret Service, who is here from Washington Headquarters, At 
which tine he advised ne that FORREST V. SORRELS, Agent In 
Charge, U. S. Secret Service Dallas, had received * c all 
concerning this natter today. I advised Inspector KELLEY that 
no information was furnished to REG IS TER that Secret Service 

would or would not know the whereabouts of Mrs. OSWALD, hut ^ 

that REGISTER was nerely told that Secret Service was believed 
to be the proper organization to mention this information to*
